Shortly after arriving 
here he began to show signs of life. 
Left In the station unguarded Hedges 
again became violent and sprang out 
of the station and ran down tha straata 
pursued by tha entire police force. 

With largo stones which he picked vip 
he kept bis pursuers at bay.
